protossionsls in any Hue of talent spoet hina
ever known, got up a litie orussads ngainst
the gamo thomisolves, "I'nis wasin 15K, the
vear of ths Brotherhinod roveliion, when
under tho lexderdinp of Jotnne Ward, Fid
Hanlon, Artie Tewln, Buack Mwing, Fred
foffer nnd othors, tacl and ovory onae of
whom was pulifie from 6,000 1o £10,000  nu.
nunlly from tho pockets of thuymon who
were back of tho game, the majovity of tho
star plavers secoded from the ol nlloginiea
1o the Natio ul loague and American Basoci-
ation, organized an assointion of Lneir own
under the title of the Mavers league, and
Atarted out under tho fmprassion that thoey
eould elean unnll tha losso chapeo in the
country. Hase ball was at its highest froney
in those days the pi < were all getting
radlrona presidont's s, the magnatoes
were linlng their coffors with the coin of the
vonlm and tho <port had attsined an alutudo
that was simply  fnereinieg  The star
plavers wers kings, nt lenst 5o they thoueht,
and thoy boenme dissutisficd ovor the thought
that other men wora aking money out of
thair greatness, ‘They jmaeined that the
people woro dying to pour 1o their laps nll
the money thut came in throtueh the channoly
of cominerce and otherwiso, so they got Lo-
goter, undor the wiso leadeeship of tbo
worthies nbova namaed, and reaoived to kick
the mem who had labored for vears at ooor-
mous expenso to elevate the gamo 10 tho
stamdard 1t had bhuppily renched, out fnto the
wold wortd and whack up the voluminous
